1 got my present position and I am 
greatly pleased with it here. The 
electric company I work for have 
increased my wages ami put me in 
a more advanoed department. In 
Portland I was much interested in 
everything pertaining to electricity, 
having amused myself with elec- 
tric toys. etc.. ever since I was a 
boy of it.
